Work on Completely Mod- 
ernized Police Station 


Expected To Start in 60 


Days; 115 Men Will Be 
Given Employment. 


JAIL WILL PROVIDE 
FOR 430 PRISONERS 


Many Improvements In- 


cluded in Plans; Key To 
Fight Any Move To 
Shift Building Site. 


Atlanta Wednesday received its 
first recognition from the public works 
administration when a loan of $346,- 
000 for reconstruction of the police 
station was approved. 

Work on the structure, which will 
furnish jobs for. 115 men for 10 


months, will begin in about 60 days. 
A total of $172,900 of the aggregate 
expenditure will be for labor, accord- 
ing to estimates by Burge & Stevens, 
architects. 

The new building will comfortably 
house 430 prisoners, and will provide 
space for recorders’ courts, the chief, 
captains, signal department, adminis- 
trative offices and a kitchen, in addi- 
tion to the cell blocks, which will be 
constructed to house 163 white men, 
40 white women, 166 negroes and 61 
negro women. 

The present old station on Decatur 
street, according to tentative plans, 
will be remodeled for an adminis- 
tration building, while the main cell 
blocks will front on LDutler street. 

In addition, the public works ad- 
ministration Wednesday authorized a 
loan and graut ef $12,000 for addi- 
tion of one story and construction of 
an auditorium for the school at Roop- 
ville, Ga., and a grant of $1,100 was 
made to Maxeys (Ga.) school for re- 
modeling purposes. 

New Site Is Opposed. 

There was some discussion Wednes- 
day of the possibility of securing an- 
other site for the police station, but 
it is known that Mayor James L. 
Key and other council leaders will 
fight any such proposal unless there 
still remains a possibility that a joint 
city and county jail and criminal 
building can be’ erected. 

Architects Wednesday 
that they can complete drawings 
within 30 days from the time the 
tentative sketches are approved, and 
another 30 days probably will be re- 
quired to let the contract. 

Councilman G. Dan Bridges, chair- 
man of the police committee, pre 
pared to hold a conference today with 
Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, chairman of 
the finance committee, and of a spe- 
cial council committee to devise ways 
of financing a new jail, with a view 
of having the plans sanctioned at the 
earliest possible moment. 

Gilliam Went to Capital. 

It was Gilliam, on a suggestion by 
Thomas C. Partridge, Atlanta attor- 
ney, who went to Washington with 
Herbert Haas, attorney, and battered 
down opposition to a loan to Atlanta 
for the jail. 

Patridge proposed posting the re- 
funding bonds to secure the loan, and 
after two trips to Washington, Gil- 
liam and Haas convinced the public 
works administration that the bonds 
are good security and theg were ac- 
cepted as collateral. 

A total of $265,908 in such bonds 
have been posted with the federal gov- 
ernment. They hear interest at the

Outstanding in the theories ad- 
vanced as to bow she was slain by 
a single bullet that entered her back 
and pierced her heart was the ‘belief 
of Captain John Stege, ace detective, 
that she was killed while wonder an an- 
aesthetic. 

Found by Doctor. 

‘Her body, earefully «tucked -in--a 
blanket, was found by her 62-year-old 
mother-in-law, r. Alice Lindsay 
Wynekoop, former university instruc- 
tor and member of a wealthy family 
of medical men and women who have 
been prominent in Chicago for gen- 
erations, 

Dr. Wynekoop, a dignified, slender, 
gray-haired woman, and six relatives 
iand members of her household were 
taken itno custody for questioning. 

One theory advanced by police was 
hat a drug addict broke into the home 
in search of drugs, overpowered Mrs. 
. Wynekoop, chloroformed her, undress- 
_ed her, laid her on the operating table 
‘and shot her. Another theory was 
'that she took the anaesthetic volun- 
| tarily, then was shot. 
| Mrs. Wynekoop, whose father, B. H. 
|Gardner, said he had opposed his 
| daughter’s marriage and that she had

ily, last was seen at 3 p. m. yester-

On Left Side. 

Police found the body resting on 
its left side. A cotton undergarment 
not been pierced by the bullet. A 
blanket and a slip covered the rest of 
the body. Other clothing was at the 
foot of the table. The _ revolver, 
wrapped in gauze and without finger- 
prints, was on the table, near a bottle 
'of chloroform. Three bullets had been 
fired from the gun. One was fired 
weeks ago, accidentally. A second 
was in the girl's body. No trace was 
found of the third. 

Persons questioned besides Dr. 
Wynekoop were a daughter, Dr. Cath- 
erine Wynekoop, 24; a son, Walker 
Wynekoop; Miss Enid Hennessey, a 
teacher who lived in the Wynekoop 
home; Mrs. Harvey Woods, Miss 
Frances Woods and Miss _ Jessie 
Woods, all relatives, of Joilet, Ill. 

Mrs. Wynekoop’s husband, Earle,

An aviator, he was empl 
recently at the World’s Fair. 

Dr. Wynekoop’s husband, Frank, 
also was a physician. Two of his 
brothers are physicians, and one, Dr. 
Gilbert H. Wynekoop, is in jail on 
charges of attempting to attack a 
nurse. He has been in trouble nu- 
merous times on similar charges. 

Throughout hours of questioning, 
the 62-year-old woman physician re- 
tained the same calm, professional at- 
titude that she displayed Tuesday 
night when police first questioned her 
after she found her daughter-in-law’s 
body with a bullet in the heart. 

Although the mystery seemed a 
dozen puzzles in one, Captain John 
Stege, ace detective, and other offi- 
cers, said that they were confident 
‘that they were nearing a solution. 

As the inquiry progressed reports 
came te police that neighbors had 
gossiped for the last year about the 
deaths in the gloomy old house of four 
other persons. 

The first of these deaths was that 
of Dr. Frank E. Wynekoop, who had 
been prominent in Chicago for years 
as a physician. His health, neigh- 
bors said, previously had been excel- 
ent. He was the husband of Alice. 

He died in 1929 and in 1930 his 
adopted daughter, Mary Louise, follow- 
ed him. The third death was that of 
Miss Catherine - Porter, spinster

Warren Is Lauded.

O. M. Sprague as treasury ad- 
visor because of disapproval of the 
Roosevelt monetary policy, Professor 
Fisher said “It must be confessed that 
he is sincere and able, though not an 
authority comparable to Warren on 
(He re- 
ferred to Dr. George F. Warren, of 
Cornell University, who has been men- 
tioned in some quarters as Sprague’s 
successor. )

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Applications to the public service 
commissions of the states affected will 
be filed today. it was announced by 
©. B. DeBerry, chairman of _ the 
Southeastern Motor Bus Passenger 
Traffic Association. 

The new rate will become effective 
December 1 and in the meantime a 
temporary reduced rate will be in 
effect from midnight Saturday to 
midnight November 30. The _ one- 
way temporary rate will be 75 per 
cent of the present one-way fare, 
and the round trip temporary rate 
will be 135 per cent of the present 
one-way fare. 

The average rate of the motor bus 
passenger lines now is 2.5 cents a 
mile. 

“Our code has increased the cost 
to us of bus transportation by 30 
or 35 per cent,” DeBerry said. “On 
the other hand, the railroads have 
not increased wages, but have bor- 
rowed millions from the government 
to support their systems. Now they 
come out wtih a fare of 1.5 cents a 
mile with the expressed intention of 
getting back the business they have 
lost to the bus operators and to pri- 
vate automobiles.” 

“Only Action Possible.” 

“We do not want to enter a rate 
war if it is possible to avoid ‘such 
a conflict, but our action today ap- 
pears te be the only way out,” De- 
Berry said. “If a conference can be 
arranged by the president with the 
rail Carriet Sate will be more than 
glad to sit fm and help to work out 
some fair basis on which all can opera- 
ate, with the proper differential. But. 
the railroads have gone ahead and 
slashed rates to an extent that it 
would take our business away. and 
we are forced to meet the challenge. 

“Our new rate, frankly, will mean 
a net operating loss to the bus com- 
panies. The _ railroads, in cutting 
passenger rates, have their freight 
business to fall back on, but we have 
nothing else on which to rely. It is 
unfair for a transportation agency 
which is really subsidized by the gov- 
ernment to force down our revenues 
when the railroads were exempted 
from the NRA code, and shortly after 
bus lines signed the code. However, 
we are satisfied with our code. if 
the government will help us _ put 
down such cut-throat competition. We 
want to be good boys and go along 
with the code. 

“Some idea of our problem will be 
gained by realization of the fact that 
in order to reach the same revenue 
they have enjoyed under their old 
rates, the rail carriers will have to 
increase their volume of business by 
at least 350 per cent,” DeBerry said. 
“We are simply protesting against 
destructive tactics by a competing in- 
dustry, and we are going directly to 
the president on the matter, because 
the rail carriers’ action is not com- 
pensatory to good business as pro- 
vided for by the president’s program.

“In any way to suggest that United 
States government bonds are or can 
or will be in any sense securities is 
not only a reflection on fhe wealth 
and integrity of this conntry and its 
people but impeaches Dr. Sprague's 
own common sense and competency as 
a student of finance. 

“Further, Dr. Sprague is permitting 
what he concedes to be a_ personal 
embarrassment to becloud his judg- 
ment and to ruffle his ordinary good 
temperament.” 


Experiment Feared. 


Senator Reed sail the administra- 
tion was trying an experiment which 
“when attempted in the past has led 
inevitably to disaster.” He added: 

“I hope that the American people 
will voice their protests against the 
uncontrolled inflation with which 
they are threatened, in such terms 
as to compel the president to change 
his course before it is too late. 

“No nation in history has ever re 
covered from a prolonged depression 
by resorting to currency {tuflation.” 

Professor Rogers, who has been as- 
sociated with Professor George  F. 
Warren, an author of the gold buy- 
ing plan, said the real threat lay not 
in the present monetary policy but 
in the possibility of its failure. 

“In the final analysis. the policy 
is very similar to that recently pur- 
sued in several of the most enlight- 
ened nations of the world,” he said. 

Tendency to Rise. 


“In the latter half of 192C and 
throughout 1927, the French france— 
just as the dollar at the present 
time—showed a persistent tendency 
to rise to levels incompatible with 
the domestic situation. The French 
government opposed such rises for 
fear that severe depression would be 
precipitated. Accordingly, for a 
year and a half, the france was rigid- 


recently in France and in Bngland, 
it is being arbitrarily held down and 
in addition it is ing purposely 
forced down by the purchase of for- 
eign currencies. 

“At this point, however, a notable 
difference in, policy appears. Instead 
of holding the foreign currencies thu 
acquired, our government is simul- 
taneously converting those currencies 
into gold. The reason for this dif- 
ference is perfectly clear. In fact, to 
do otherwise would be plain folly. 
When England went off the _ gold 
standard, the Bank of France lost 
heavily on its great holdings of ster- 
ling; and when the United States left 
gold, England in turn lost heavily in 
her holdings of dollars. Why should 
we, after seeing these experiences, 
lay ourselves open to exactly similar 


losses? 
Results Seen. 


“Sprague is right that the effective- 
ness of the policy will be largely nega- 
tive until] an increased volume of busi- 
ness and employment appears. How- 
ever, it is appearing, and partly as 
a direct result of our monetary policy. 

“When a farmer sells his cotton, 
his wheat or his corn at a substantial 
increase in price—as he now does— 
because of the rise in terms of dol- 
Jars of the world prices of these im- 
portant products, he spends and usual- 
ly spends quickly the increased pro- 
ceeds. 

“These expenditures, to the extent 
of the funds involved, stimulate pro- 
duction, consumption, transportation, 
business and employment. The in- 
creased purchasing power of other pro- 
ducers of basic raw material has the 
same beneficial effects.” 

In Philadelphia, Professor Irving 
Fisher, of Yale, said the monetary 
policy of the president was “sub- 
stantially right.” Fisher said thte cen- 
tral point of the policy was “stabili- 
zation but not stabilization relative 
to gold nor in terms of foreign ex- 
change.” 

In Washington, Senator Dickinson, 
republican, Iowa, said “the admin- 
istration’s monetary policy—or lack of 
one—is destroying government credit 
and if continued will cause a collapse 
of the government fiscal system.” 

He said large amounts of capital 
had been withdrawn from the United 
States since “the president began to 
flirt with inflation,” and that private 
business was “paralyzed because it 
doesn’t know what will happen to 
money.” 

The Iowan said currency stabili- 
zation should be undertaken im- 
mediately.

$270 par value of First National 
stock also owns a certificate of $100 
par value of stock in the Trust Com- 
pany of Georgia through the trust ar- 
rangement, under which the bank holds 
the Trust Company stock in trust 
against the issuance of the certifi- 
cate, 

If the trust arrangement is dis- 
solved he will receive in exchange for 
his present endorsed certificate a cer- 
tificate of stock of $270 par value of 
the First National and a certificate of 
stock for $100 par value in the Trust 
Company of Georgia. 

No change in ownership is con- 
templated but simply a dissolution of 
the trust arrangement in order to 
meet requirements of the 1933 bank- 
ing act.

First Pay Day Comes 
Saturday; Wholesale 
Transfer Follows Con- 
ference. 


Georgia’s 60,000 jobless, who have 
been on federal emergency relief rolls, 
Wednesday became employes of the 
newly launched civil works adminis- 
tration and will have their first pay 
day Saturday. To these are added 
nearly 20,000 placed on the CWA pay 
roll who have not previously been on 


relief, 

Ronald Ransom, chairman of the 
Georgia relief commission and the 
Georgia civil works administration, 
announced the formal transfer ef the 


60,000 after an all-day conference at 
the capitol, asserting that those on the 
relief rolls had been removed en masse 
to the CWA rolls and that the relief 
projects on which they had been serv- 
ing were designated as CWA projects 
to be continued as such until further 
projects are approved. 

‘Those on what formerly were re- 
lief projects will be kept at work on 
these until other projects are ready 
for them,” Mi. Ransom said. “We 

are shaping up these projects as speed- 
' ily as possiblé and in a few days 
there will be no more work relief proj- 
ects in the state.” 

The chairman said that for the 
present the CWA job quotas of Geor- 
gia’s 159 counties would be the same 
as the number of each county’s relief 
rolls, adding that the county commit- 
tees ‘would be notified immediately of 
any increase or decrease in these 
numbers. Mr, Ransom said that at 
this time the funds at the disposal of 
the commission would not permit any 
increases to the payrolis but that the 
commission was hopeful that needed 
money would be allocated in a few 
days and tavre names would be added 
to the rolls. The chairman, however, 
stressed the fact that relief cases will 
be given preference in the dispensing 
of jobs of the civil works adminis- 
tration. 

. The county commission Wednesday 
continued its work on proposed CWA 


projects, going over about 19 which | 


- have been worked out in detail, all 
of these being for grading jobs. It is 
expected that about 100 more proj- 
ects will be ready for ss prcetee to- 
day or Friday.

period of time, these same drivers 
who flaunt arrest and fines will be- 
come earnestly observant of the 
laws enacted for the safety of both 
autoists and pedestrians.

‘Wood requires both courage and. 


firmness. 

Since neither Atlanta nor the 
state has enacted such a law that 
authorizes a judge to directly de- 
prive a man of his right to drive, 
‘Judge Wood has solved the prob- 
lem by inflicting fines on drunken 
drivers, plus a sentence to jail, 
which he suspends upon the vol- 
._ untary agreement of the proven 
traffic lawbreaker not to drive his 
car for a specified length of time.

Within the past few months the 
cities of Jersey City and Newark 
have completed, at a cost of more 
than $7,600,000, a viaduct to be 
used by high-speed motor traffic 
between these closely adjoining 
municipalities. 

The development of the 100-foot 
right-of-way of the Atlanta-Marietta 
trolley line into a supplemental ar- 
tery to the present highway be- 
tween the two cities would accom- 
plish, at no further cost than that of 
paving, the same benefits resulting 
from the Newark-Jersey City ele- 
vated road, : 

The right-of-way is already fine- 
lv graded, there are no abrupt 
curves and there are a minimum of 
crossings, one of the greatest dan- 
gers on high-speed highways. 

On such highways in both this 
country and in Europe, trucks are 
forbidden, as are slow-moving buses, 
The elimination of this type of mo- 
tor carrier from the proposed new 
highway would cut the time be- 
tween the two communities in half 
and make the trip safer, despite the 
increase in speed. 

The proposed speedway is an in 
teresting suggestion and if it should 
be pushed to consummation would 
greatly add to the ease of transpor- 
tation between Atlartta and Ma- 
rietta.

THE AMERICAN-SOVIET ENVOYS.

The Moscow 


Engineers. 


Allan Monkhouse, the chief engineer 
of Metropolitan Vickers, who was the 
chief figure in the sensational trial 
held in Moscow last summer, has 
written a book on his experiences in 
Russia, which cover the respectable 
number of 20 years’ sojourn in that 
country. He is therefore entitled to 
speak and, strange to say, he speaks 
well of the soviets. In fact he is 
vastly impressed with the pregress 
made in the industrial and scientific 
field. This is very fair of him, for 
although it is the truth, Mr. Monk- 
house could have been pardoned if a 
little bitterness had crept into his 
tone, for he bad a disagreeable ex- 
} perience. 

Mr. Monkhouse’s theory about the 
trial is that it originated in the policy 
to find scapegoats for failures. Stalin 
had just called for a strict watch on 
all saboteurs and wreckers and this 
was taken as a hint, as it were, by 
the zealots of the political police to 
bring up some culprits to trial and 
make an example of them.

He thinks the 
peasants were better off under the 
ezar than they are today, but he also 
states quite frankly that the situation 
of the urban wathers was appalling 
before the revolution and that it is 
now “infinitely better.” ‘

SO BEE STING IS GOOD FOR 
RHEUMATIZ? 


Personally I don’t believe more 
than a small fraction of the tales of 
great new cures that come out of Eu- 
rope, via the popular press. Even when 
the yarn is replete with circumstances 
and names of the savants who figure 
in it, I just admire the imagination 
of his medical cronies. 

But here is one that gives me pause. 
It comes from our regular correspond- 
ent in Paris, I mean the correspond- 
ent of our leading medical journal, so 
listen. Professor Maurice Perrin and 
Alain Cuenot, of the Nancy medical 
school, decided to try some experi- 
ments to test the popular belief that 
bee stings are good for the rheuma- 
tism. Now, right here I wash my 
hands of this. I don’t even know what 
rheumatism is, if anything, and I warn 
you that I can give no further infor- 
mation than you will find in this 
article, 

The gentlemen began their investi- 
gation with great skepticism. Or so 
the medical correspondent says now. 
They were astonished when they 
found that’ bee venom actually does 
benefit victims of rheumatism. (You 
know as well as I do what they mean 
by rheumatism). .Among the condi- 
tions they studied were cases of ar- 
thritis defomans, articular rheumatism 
(this quaint diagnosis is extinct in 
America), arthritis, rheumatoid pains, 
muscular pains, lambago and sciatica. 
There you have the works, I should 
say. About ali the painful maladies 
not included are neuritis, bursitis, 
felon and corn. But the French are 
that way. Everything goes in the soup. 

The technic these Nancy investi- 
gators employed was quite simple. 
They collected bees by holding a wide 
mouth bottle before the opening of 
the beehive. They took up the bees 
one by one with forceps and placed 
a sufficient number in a cupping glass 
on a sheet of paper. The cupping 
glass was then placed on the skin at 
the site chosen, the paper quickly 
withdrawn, and the bees set to work 
promptly, being somewhat annoyed at 
the indignity. 

The experimenters assert that the 
pain caused by the stings is much less 
in a person affected with rheumatism, 
whatever that may be, than it is in 
a normal person. 

While the stings must be — 
to the painful or affected spot, the ac- 
tion of the venom may be exerted at 
a distance or throughout the system. 

Thirty bees stinging the Howe ys at 
one sitting, a sitting every three days. 
and the treatment continued from 
two to three months, constitutes a fair 
test of the method. Boy, an ideal com- 
bination for this treatment would be 
a doctor as deaf as I am and a pa- 
tient as dumb as dumb.

NEWS The Morgenthau news restriction move was- aimed at 
a couple of specific molehills, but it hit a mountain. 

Behind it was Mr. Morgenthau’s sharp personal annoyance at 
the way certain treasury officials have been talking off the record. 
His friends say he had in mind the fact that certain conservatives 
in the department have not been able to keep their opposition to the 
gold policy from being known. 

He wanted to establish himself as the talking boss as well as 
the nominal chief. 

lf he had made that motive clear he. might have saved him- 
self from the fury of the inner commotion which followed. As it 
was, nearly every Washington newsman convinced himself that the 
move smacked of censorship, and immediately went on the warpath. 


GAME The truth is that on the inside the Washington news 
gathering business is more.or less of a game: 

The officials are always trying to promote good publicity for 
themselves. They want to prevent anyone from finding out any- 
thing except the good things about themselves. 

In more or less good-natured opposition to that system, the 
newsmen try to find out all they can. They do not fall in with 
the idea of letting only the good news flow. They combat it, on 
every hand. 

When anyone tries to put unnatural obstacles in their path, they 
resent it in a body. The results are usually disastrous for anyone 
who tries to set himself up as a censor. 


CHANNELIZING Nine out of every ten newsmen now seem 


to believe that the administration is definite- 
ly trying to channelize news. That means it is setting up a very 
few sources for dispensing news and trying to confine news dis- 
pensing to those stated official sourtes. 
The general supposition is not founded on the Morgenthau 
incident particularly. It is based also on the current move to cen- 
tralize the handing out of statistics, the order of General Johnson 
restricting the news-gathering field for business letter writers in the 
NRA, the restrictions placed on the issuance of statistics by the 
labor department and the bill offered by the state department to 
prevent publication of secret official documents which was satis- 
factorily revised before being passed at the last session of congress. 
The primary inner effect of the latest development is to throw 
the fear of authority into some of the secondary government of- 
ficers. A few have stopped talking as a matter of self-preservation, 
but not many. 
The ultimate result will probably be that the country will get 
as much news as it ever did, and more. 


DIPLOMACY? A more or less official inside explanation has 
been offered for the White House visits of J. P. 
Morgan, Bernard Baruch and Myron Taylor. 

It places their calls in the category of social visits. 

That explanation is rather thin, but there are good reasons for 
lieving that the callers themselves do not exactly know why they® 
were consulted. They are supposed to have answered questions 
on several subjects without particular stress being laid on any. 

A man who knows as much about it as anyone says they were 
“diplomatic” calls, rather than social ones. It is his theory that 
Mr. Roosevelt is trying to maintain a proper balance in his con- 
sultations, that he neglected to consult the Morgans, Baruchs and 
Taylors during recent months, and that he is consulting them now 


as a diplomatic gesture. 


ACHESON those close to Dean Acheson say he received no 
acknowledgment from the White House on his res- 
ignation as assistant treasury secretary. 

A person in authority and able to speak for the administration 
explains privately that the president desired to make “a conspicu- 
ous example’ of that case. 

This fits in with the general inner administration trend toward 
demanding stricter support from.those who are working for it.

If you are an ordinary man, neither more heroit nor more fearful 
than the average, you have little taste for danger and your knees weaken 
at the threat of sudden death. 

Let us suppose that you are such a man, and suppose, further, that 
you-are a police officer. 

If there are dangerous men in your district, you are afraid of them. 
You would not confess your fear, even to yourself; but your heart 
turns to ice and you breathe with difficulty when these dangerous men 
invite arrest. : 

Now, what method do you adopt to conceal your fear—as conceal | 
it you must. Try to imagine yourself in that situation, and ask yourself 
that question. 

The answer is that you pretend. You try to act as a fearless man 
would. And, like all amateur actors, you overdo it. 

In trying to seem brave, you become abusive. You swear mighty 
oaths. You act the bylly. And you make use of your club or your 
gun before it is necessary. 

It isn’t your fault. Nature made you easy to scare. You are merely 
trying to overcome your handicap. And you aren’t really cruel; you 
are merely a poor actor. You would be as cool and as quiet as the 
lion-hearted sheriffs of old if you could. 

But your weakness, no matter how blameless you are, hurts the 
reputation of all police officers. Because you try to hide your fear, the 
public thinks all officers brutal. ‘6 

And it hates brutality—the, brutality of cowards—whether in police 
officers or prison guards or. nurses of the insane. 

That is one reason—and perhaps the chief reason—why public 
sympathy is given to the fugitive from justice rather than the public 
servants who chase him.

Gold Standard Background. 

“It is frequently said that the gold 
standard got us into our recent trou- 
ble. It is rarely if ever said that we 
have had all the periods of prosperity 
that we have had under the gold 
standard, and it would be more prop- 
er to say that a failure to modernize 
the gold standard by intelligent re- 
form contributed to the recent break- 
down of our entire .eredit machinery.

No one, so far I know, is in favor 
of ‘uncontrolled inflation,’ nor has 
there been any one in favor of ‘un- 
controlled inflation’ in any of the va- 
rious countries where uncontrolled in- 
flation has taken place, but there are 
a lot of people who are in favor of 
what they call ‘controlled infation.’ 

“There have aways been such peo- 
ple in all countries in periods of 
widespread distress. Senator Thomas 
has no doubt that infation can be con- 
trolled and will be controlled in this 
country. Therefore, he is indeed the 
‘undoubting Thomas.’ Franly, I am a 
very ‘doubting Thomas.’ Professor 
Fisher makes the categorical asser- 
tion that his doubt is but one of 10 
‘demonstrably false notions being cir- 
culated by’ the opposition.’ Very well, 
I subscribe to the notion and to its 
circulation.” 

After discussing some of the state- 
ments of Proféssor Fisher and Sena- 
tor Thomas, Warburg said: 

Incomes Must Keep Step. 

“Apart from the fact that I am 
opposed to ‘controlled inflation’ be- 
cause I do not believe that there is 
any such thing, I am also opposed to 
it even if, contrary to history, it does 
not become uncontrolled. To raise the 
price level alone is to my mind not 
a proper sign of a recovery program.

“There is only one way that I know 
of to bring about a rise-in prices to- 
gether with a rise in national income, 
and that is by increasing the amount 
of business done in the expectation of 
a reasonable profit. There can be no 
increase in business activity so long 
as there is any uncertainty as to the 
future of the monetary unit or as to 
the future of government credit. 

“The advocates of ‘controlled infla- 
tion’ base their argument largely on 
the debtor-creditor relationship, par- 
ticularly in regard to the agricultural 
debtor. To my mind this is no dif- 
ferent than a man who has a damag- 
ing letter to his house, and because he 
wants to destroy it, sets fire to the 
whole house. 

“Depreciation of the currency— 
and I am speaking now about ‘con- 
trolled depreciation’—hurts every one 
who is more creditor than debtor, and 
aids only those who are preponderant- 
ly debtors. If inflation breaks away 
from control, it ruins ail alike. 

All Wage Earners Hurt, 

“Who are the debtors that would 
be aided, and who are the creditors 
who would be hurt? All wage-earners 
would be hurt because the purchasing 
power of their wages is reduced faster 
than their wages are increased. Every 
savings bank depositor or holder of a 
life insurance policy is hurt. Those 
two categories alone probably com- 
prise the great majority of the 
American people. 

“Now, take the farmer. I am teld 
on good authority that 50 per cent of 
the farmers in this country have no 
mortgage debt at all; that another 25 
per cent have a mortgage debt of less 
than 25 per cent of the value of their 
property: and it is by no means true 
that every farmer who has a heavy 
mortgage is proponderantly a debtor. 
To the extent that he has cash re- 
ceivable, savings accounts or insur- 
ance policies, he is a creditor.

Speedier Action. 

The governor had been discussing 
the highway situation and turned to 
Mangham saying: 

“J. J. it looks like I’m going to 
have to send somebody over there to 
kind of straighten you folks out and 
speed things up a bit. The people 
want that program going.” 

“Well, as far as I’m concerned you 
can send some one over in my place 
January 1,” Mangham is said to have 
responded. 

This unexpected open breach star- 
tled the others in the group and they 
quickly changed the subject. How- 
ever, in a few minutes Mr. Mangham 
left the room and went to his own 
suite, 

The governor then told those re- 
maining that if Mangham was to 
leave the first of the year he might 
as well make a change at once and 
called Mangham on the telephone. 

“If you’re going out January 1, I 
may as well have your resignation 
at once,” he told the board chair- 


man. 

“Very well,” Mangham replied. “I'll 
bring it to you the first thing in the 
morning.’ 

That’s what Mangham did. 

There were continued reports at 
the capitol Wednesday that the 
switch from Mangham to W. Eugene 
Wilburn in the board chairmanship 
and the appointment of John Heck, 
of Marietta, as board member in 
Mangham’s place was a move design- 
ed to frustrate the effect of a supreme 
court decision in favor of Captain 
Barnett in his ouster action against 
Mangham which is pending fore 
the high court. These reports, how- 
ever, appear erroneous as it is ex- 
pected that if the court holds Mang- 
ham is not entitled to the seat it also 
wilt hold that anyone appointed in 
his stead is likewise ineligible by law. 

Captain Barnett’s term would have 
expired on January 1 had he not been 
removed earlier. It is known, too, 
that Captain Barnett will not make 
any attempt actually to regain his 
seat even though the court holds he 
is entitled to it. He is known to de- 
sire only judicial approval of his ac- 
tion as chairman and does not want 
to go back to the highway depart- 
ment. 

The breach between Governor Tal- 
madge and the Bremen banker has been 
evident for some time, Capitol ob- 
servers have called attention to the 
fact that several —— changes in 
personnel in the department failed 
to materialize. For one thing, the 
dopesters had it that G. B. Carreker, 
a trusted Talmadge employe in the de- 
partment of agriculture during the 
governor’s tenure there, was to suc- 
ceed F. P. Vanstory as treasurer of 
the highway department and it is 
known that this did not materialize 
because of Mangham’s desire to keep 
Vanstory, 

There were others who also were 
ticketed for places in the highway de- 
partment who did not get them, many 
of the close friends of the governor, 
and it is known that they have heen 
generating a fight of Mangham which 
had not.actually reached the surface 
at. the time he submitted his resigna- 
tion. 

One thing which added to the situa- 
tion was the failure of John FE, Whit- 
ley, LaGrange contractor, and one of 
the few highway contractors who sup- 
ported the governor, to get the con- 
tract for the paving of the unpaved 
gap in the Rockmart-Cedartown high- 
way. There was a difference in the 
advertised and distributed specifica- 
tions on this project and although 
the Whitley Construction Company 
submitted low bids on both specifi- 
cations the contract has not yet been 
awarded. 

There were reports that the gover- 
nor was displeased because Mangham 
did not employ those indorsed by the 
chief executive, but these were dis- 
counted by the fact that scores of the 
governor’s supporters have received 
employment in the department since 
the governor assumed control last sum- 
mer, Governor Talmadge, himself, on 
numerous occasions, however, has told 
some of his best friends that althugh 
he could and would formally indorse 
them for jobs he could not actually 
get them the places as he was leaving 
the running of the highway depart- 
ment up to the highway board. : 

The resignation of Mangham _is 
not expected to hurt the present polit- 
ical standing of the governor much, 
if at all. Of course, the governor's 
friends are distressed over the fact 
that discord has broken out in their 
own ranks, but they believe any re- 
sultant wounds may be healed easily. 
At any rate, the governor is so wide 
ly popular at present few believe that 
any one thing will hurt his popularity 
much. And it could be hurt a great 
deal and he still will be almost un 
beatable next year. eR

NEW OR LITTLE KNOWN. 

When rain is slashing across the 
landscape and the herpetological cycle 
is held in temporary abeyance by the 


all-powerful weather, I get the great- 
est pleasure out of my library. The 
papers accumulate all summer, drift- 
ing in from this author and that mu- 
seum, bearing impressive titles indica- 
tive of the early-year activities of the 
respective writers. There’ isn’t any 
set time for the appearance of papers 
bering the few cryptic words that stir 
the herpetological heart, such as 

“A New Genus of Lizards from 
Haiti.” 

“New 
Panama. 

The magic of the word “new”! Here 
is an animal whose very existence has 
been heretofore unsuspected or un- 
known. New to science, as the press 
states it; properly, it is true, but 
without imagination. “New to 
science” is redundant, in fact, even if 
rhetorically correct. Who but a 
scientist cares if Leptedactylus defos- 
sil is a new species or not? Does it 
matter to the tailor, if the Emydid 
turtles differ markedly—and specifi- 
cally—in Costa Rica and Panama? 
No, for it has no bearing on the price 
of English tweeds. 

It may seem to some of you that 
since | am working in Georgia I 
should have little time to consider 
the tropical species. The facts of 
distribution of animals make the oc- 
currence of certain species in various 
parts of importance in explaining the 
habitats of our own native animals. 
While exact parallels do not obtain 
in distribution, the entire group of 
species must be considered rather than 
the isolated Georgia varieties. 

So the papers that tell of new dis- 
coveries are of great value. Pioneers 
and explorers are gradually pushing 
back the wilderness to divulge its se- 
crets to the prying scientist. The 
wilderness at length will claim its 
own again.

After hearing a nationally known 
labor leader, Owen D. Gorman, con- 
demn the “organized propaganda in- 
tended to defeat the NRA program,” 
delegates attending the regular meet- 
ing of the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades at the Labor Temple Wednes- 
day night unanimously passed a reso- 
lution assailing the action of a recent 
session of the southeastern division 
of the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce in “asking for a 30 per cent 
lower minimum wage scale in the 
south than that of other sections of 


the country.” 

The resolution charged that “such 
a request for a lowered standard of 
living was an insult to the people of 
the south, a danger to the people and 
a gross attempt to secure unfair com- 
petition with other business in other 
sections of the country.” 

Gorman, who said he campaigned 
for President Roosevelt west of the 
Mississippi last year, charged that the 
“fight against the president’s monetary 
system is nothing less than an attempt 
to nullify Section 7 of the blanket 
agreement and other sections of the 
NRA codes.” 

“Organibed Propaganda.” 

“Tt is organized propaganda,” he 
said, “and an effort made by the very 
people who should seek to carry out 


the provisions and success of the 
NRA. The minimum wage scales as 
set out are not enough for labor and 
I ask you to do everything in your 
power to see that workers receive 
more than the minimum set. The best 
manner in which to accomplish this is 
to organize fully.” 

Following Gorman’s talk, several 
delegates reported that this section 
“is more compactly organized now 
than at any time in history.” The 
Labor Temple hall was filled to ca- 
pacity and leaders said they expected 
to have not less than 100 unions in 
the trades group within a short time. 

A. Steve Nance, president of the 
federation, also a member of the 
Georgia relief commission, said that 
an order Wednesday removed some 
60,000 Georgians from relief rolls and 
placed them on pay rolls with a min- 
imum wage scale of 40 cents an hour 
for unskilled labor and $1 an hour for 
skilled workers. He explained they 
would work on a 30-hour weekly 
basis. 

Holding out promises of additional 
relief measures soon to come, Nance 
argued against passage of a proposed 
resolution to establish CCC camps 
for idle women. He said two experi- 
ments along that line had failed and 
that within a few weeks relief would 
be arranged for unemployed women. 

Miss Mann on Schools. 

Miss Allie B. Mann, honorary 
chairman of the education committee, 
read figures showing that there are 
40,000 school teachers in the United 
States who receive less than $450 a 
year salary; 100,000 children who are 
trying to get into schools are unable 
to do so because of the breakdown in 
the educational system: that pecpes 
the child labor law, 2,228,000 children 
are still amployed, and not in school ; 
2.000 rural schools have been closed, 
and one out of every four cities in the 
country have shortened school terms.

WASHINGTON, Nor. 22.—(@)— 
Evidence of huge profits to. bankers 
in the initial financing of General 
Theaters Equipment, -Inc., and a loss 
of ‘nearly $70,000,000 later to the 


Chase’ National bank and its affiliate, 
the Chase Securities Cofporation, was 
— today to senate investiga- 
rs. 

Ferdinand Pecora, counsel for the 
stock market investigating committee, 
developed the evidence through testi- 
mony by Murray -W. Dodge, former 
vice president of the Chase affiliate 
and a director of Genera] Theaters: 
Harley L. Clarke, former president 
of General Theaters, and a balance 
sheet submitted by Winthrop W. Ald- 
rich, president of the’ Chase bank. 

Aldrich’s statement showed the bank 
and its affiliate invested in or lent 
the huge theater enterprise $89,330,- 
047. Of this amount 572,180 had 
been written off as losses on October 
1, 1933, leaving a balance of $19,- 
757,866. 

Of the total. the Chase bank pro- 
vided $75,258,930 and wrote off $55,- 
510,588, leaving a balance of $19, T48,- 
342. Chase Securities Corporation in- 
vested in or lent General Theaters 
Equipment and subsidiaries, including 
Fox Film. $14,071,166, and wrote off 
all but $9,524. 

The vast movie enterprises of Wil- 
liam Fox were taken over by G. T. E. 
in April, 1930, for $15,000,000, plus 
other considerations amounting to 
about $6,000.000. at a time when Fox 
Film and Fox Theaters owed about 
$90.000.000. 

Fox has been summoned to appear 
before the irfvestigators tomorrow to 
relate how, as the investigators claim, 
he “got out from under.” 

The committee developed today that 
while the bankers were dividing large 
profits in Fox and G. T. B. financing 
they were fighting among themselves 
to gather up what Dodge himself de- 
scribed as some of the “gravy.’ 

Pecora showed that the “banking 
groups participating in the early fi- 
nancing made approximately $4,000,- 
000 in profit within two weeks from 
stock they acquired from G. T. E. at 
less than the market. 

The bankers also made $2,850.000 
in five days by selling G. T. E. deben- 
tures, without putting up anv.money, 
although Dodge explained the bank- 
ers stood the risk of the bonds not 
selling. 

While Clarke was on the stand, Pe- 
cora brought out that Halsey-Stuart 
in connection with the 
financing of a $55.000,000 Fox Film 
note issue, was given an additional 
stock compensation which was worth 
more than $6,000,000 10 days after 
the deal was consummated. 

The evidence showed that the Chi- 
cago banking firm was given an op- 
tion of 300.000 shares of Fox Film 
stock for $85 a share, when the mar- 
ket price was $42. 0), and that in 10 
davs it rose to $56. 

Pecora described this as “addition- 
al gravy.”

Six receivership actions 
against the trust company first were 
instituted in state courts and J. H.

The cases were transferred to federal 
court on petition of attorneys for a 
group of out-of-state bondholders and 
were abandoned by Therrell as _-re- 
ceiver. 

Judge Ritter appointed Clark D. 
Stearns and Julian 8. Eaton, Miami 
attorneys, as federal receivers, but on 
an appeal by bondholders to the cir- 
cuit eourt of appeals at New Or- 
leans, Stearns and Eaton were. fre- 
quired to surrender the trust. prop- 
erties' to State Comptroller J. M. Lee.

Flower Holders Made of Sheet Lead Were Nancy’s Next Gift. 


BY FLORENCE La GANKE 
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Nancy was doing something new. 
Never before had she tried to work 
with metal, but the lead flower hold- 
ers in the shops had stirred her cre» 
tive desire. “I don’t see,” mused she, 
“why I couldn’t make something like 
that.”” And make things she did. 

She went to the plumber and pur- 
chased some sheet lead. She asked 
for it in a sheet which was 3-32 of an 
inch thick, Four thirty-seconds would 
have been an eighth of an inch, so this 
was less than the eighth. 

Then she took some stout shefdrs 
and a pencil. She decided to protect 
her hands by wearing some old pig 
skin gloves. They were tough and 
yet pliable. 

She measured one strip of lead 
which was 12 inches long and four 
inches high. ; 

Before she proceeded much further 


———— 


she consulted the direction sheet. 
Nancy has such. sheets for you and 
will send one as told in the instruc- 
tions given at the end of this article. 

She saw that the strip was marked 
off into inch sections which extended 
from the top to 11-2 inches from the 
bottom. 

Having drawn these lines she took 
her shears and shaped each section as 
shown in ttern. When finished 
she had a 12-inch strip, four inches 
high and divided at top and extending 
to 11-2 inches from bottom into 12 
sections. These were pliable and 
could be bent back or curved at will. 
The flowers were put in the circular 
opening at the base made by rolling 
the strip more or less tightly. The 
pointed strips when bent back held 
heavy stems in shape. 

The second flower holder was made 
from a strip 6 inches long and 7 inch- 
es wide. She marked and cut it as 
shown in the illustration in the direc- 
tion sheet. 

Then she bent the strip on the line 
marked “6.” Each small strip was 
wound leosely around a skewer, knit- 
ting needle or slender pencil. These 
curls-were then bent in various direc- 
tions. A flower stem was inserted in 
each curl, and the holder placed in the 
flower bowl which held plenty of 
water.

The faulty direction is, no doubt, 
due to having the ball too far forward 
of the feet,

A. A. U. To Be Backed on 
Jewish Participation. 
‘Stand.

today held out the olive branch to Ger- 


many on the question of Jewish par- 
ticipation in sports and in the Olym- 
pic games of 1936 at Berlin. 


A resolution, temporizing the stand 
taken by the Amateur Athletic Union 
at its Pittsburgh convention, was 
unanimously adopted. It expressed 
the hope that full freedom of participa- 
tion would be extended German ath- 
letes -of Jewish faith and promised 
American participation if that were 
done, 

BACKS A. A. U. 


As it convened in quadrennial ses- 
sion it appeared likely the associa- 
tion would follow the stand taken by 
the A. A. U., its major member, end 
declare for American withdrawal 
from the 1936 games‘unless the Ger- 
man government “in fact as well as 
in theory” abided by the Olympic 
principle of non-discrimination against 
any race, color or religion. 

Such a resolution was offered. But 
after listening to a stirring address 
by Brigadier General Charles H. Sher- 
rill, American member of the interna- 
tional Olympic committee, in which 
he warned that such action would do 
more harm than good, not only in 
Germany, but in the United States 
as well, the more temperate course 
was taken by the convention. 

One factor influencing the action 
was the cablegram yesterday from Dr. 
Theodore Lewald, himself of Jewish 
descent, and the.other two German 
members of the international commit- 
tee, declaring the pledge given the 
committee at Vienna in June was 
being adhered to and “that since 
Vienna neither government nor Olym- 
pic committee issued any decree or 
order discriminating against German 
Jewish athletes.” 

SHARP ARGUMENT. 


There was a brief but sharp argu- 
ment on-the convention floor among 
General Sherrill, Charles Ornstein, 
representing the Jewish Welfare 
/-board, and Dietrich Dortmann, of the 
German-American Sports Alliance, 
when the first resolution was offered.

SILVER RESTORATION 
IS SEEN BY PITTMAN 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—(?)—A 
prediction that Presidcnt Roosevelt 
would move to restore silver to mone- 
tary glory before congress convenes 
on January 3 came today from Sena- 
tor Pittman, democrat, Nevada. 


Pittman disclosed in u cable to 
Sir George Schuster, at New Delhi, 
India, his belief that President 
Roosevelt would aid ‘iver. 

The cable congratulated Sir George 
on approval by India of a silver anti- 
dumping agreement worked out at the 
London economic conference at which 
Pittman was-one of the American del- 
egates, 

“We deeply appreciate India’s ac- 
tion relative to silver agreement,” 
Pittman cabled. 

“The president has under consider- 
ation action before congress meets. 
Congress will undoubtedly carry our 
agreement. 

“The president already had under 
consideration prior to this announce- 
ment in India action that would have 
complied with the agreement. 

“IT have no doubt that, having been 
granted the authority by congress (to 
remonetize silver), he will not wait 
for congress to convene, but will act.” 

Pittman indicated the chief execu- 
tive was considering a suggestion of 
limited free coinage or remonetization 
of domestic silver. Pittman proposed 
this program to the chief executive 
several weeks ago.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 22.— 
On Friday President Roosevelt will 
attend the formal dedication dinner 
of Georgia Hall, which will be at- 
temded by the leaders and Georgia di- 
rectors of the building plan, which in- 
includes Chairman Cason Callaway, of 
LaGrange, and Cator Woolford, of At 
lanta, vice chairman. 

Georgia Hall, the finest of the 
foundation buildings for patients here, 
represents the last werd in modern 
conveniences for handicapped persons, 
The building presents a picture of 
old plantation days akin to the design 
of antebellum structures known 
throughout the old south. It was de- 
signed by a southern architect; Henry 
Toombs, of Cuthbert, Ga.,- who has 
been practicing architecture in New 
York city for the past several years, 
and who is a member of the New 
York firm of Gugler & Toombs. Mr. . 
Toombs has designed many of the 
buildings at the foundation, including 
the foundation’s patients pool, infirm- 
ary and a number of private residences 
on the foundation grounds, all of 
which carry out the graceful and 
charming architecture of the old 
south. 

Georgia Hall, which rambles over 
several acres of the foundation’s pic- 
turesque campus, which is dotted with 
many old growths of pine, water and 
live oak trees that are delightfully 
interwined with parasites of wisteria 
and trumpet vines, is now being nsed 
by the patients of the foundation, The 
dining room, an airy, many windowed 
spacious room, is in use and will be 
the scene of the dedication dinner 
next Friday evening. 

Large Dining Room. 

The dining room will accommodate 
several hundreds of persons and is 
painted in white and light yellow and 
the Georgia sun which pours through 
its a of windows is reflected 
in the many paneled mirrors that line 
the walls, in direct contrast to the in- 
adequate light that was a part of 
the old dining room of the Meri- 
wether Inn, which is now known as 
the Administration building of the 
foundation and which will be razed ag 
soon as several patient’s dormitory 
wings are built for Georgia Hall. 

In addition to the dining room, the 
patients of the foundation are usin* 
the long lobby of Georgia Hall to play 
bridge, hold informal gatherings, and 
for other social purposes. The build- 
ing contains the executive offices of 
the foundation, which will be used by 
Arthur E. Carpenter, resident trustee, 
and G. Fred tts, foundation busi- 
nesS manager. 

Thousands of Georgians motored to 
Warm Springs last week-end to visit 
the foundation and to catch a flitting 
of President Roosevelt. In 
the latter they were doomed to dis- 
appointment, as the president did not 
venture away from the “Little White 
House” and the crowds were kept at 
a distance by secret service men on 
duty here, but they made up for that 
by going over the entire foundation 
et and minutely inspecting the 

eorgia Hall building, which was open 
to the publie all day. 

In the lobby of Georgia Hall, over 
the fireplace, is an inscription inlaid 
in gold letters, “Georgia Hall Built 
by Georgians as Their Sontribution 
to a Great Humapitarian Cause.” 

Shadow Opens Door. 

Attention was’ directed by the visi- 
tors to the new foundation bus, which 
was given to the foundation by a 
donor who does not wish his identity 
revealed, and to the door of Georgia 
Hall which will operate by a photo 
electric cell; the door will open when 
a light circuit‘is broken by the shadow 
of an. approaching person. The door 
will be used by patients of the founda- 
tion on crutches and in wheel chairs, 
who are unable to open doors them- 
selves. The apparatus for controlling 
the photo-electrie cell has not yet ar- 
rived, but will be installed soon. 

Georgia Hall also contains the com- 
missary of the foundation, space for 
the foundation’s gift shop, which is 
managed by patients, and a private 
dining room where pati¢énts may give 
private parties and where executive 
digners will be held. 

A portable stage and a portable 
moving picture projector, as well as 
a portable screen, are a part of the 
patients’ main dining room equipment, 
and will enable entertainments for the 
patients to be given there.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 22.—(?) 
Walter M. Higgins, Chattanooga in- 
dustrialist, here today for the United 
States monetary conference beginning 
tomorrow, advanced a plan for finan- 


~ eial stabilization which he said “has 


been approved by President Roose- 
velt.” ’ 

It has not been acted upon, he 
explained, because it is a bold step 
away from past practice. 

The plan would exercise control 
over industry by control of interest 
rates. Unlimited federal fands would 
be available against proper collateral 
and these funds would be loaned to 
industry at interest rates which would 
rise as industry speeded up, and would 
descend as industry dropped below 
the point where labor ceuld be em- 
ployed at a living wage. 

The average wage of 1928—for un- 
skilled labor—is regarded as the de- 


sirable level. That, said Higgins, is 
42.62 cents an hour. If the average 


wages dropped below that figure, by 


his monetary bureau he would make 
funds available at lower interest— 
even to the point of “negative in- 
terest.” By this, he. explained, he 
meant the borrower would pay back 
less than 100 per cent, 

“Tt will break the depression in 
24 hours,” he said, “will balance our 
exports and imports, and make this 
country economically independent.” 

The conference will aim at evolv- 
ing a “plan for stabilization of the 
nation’s financial affairs. The “sta- 
bilization” apparently aimed at by 
Higgins and his group, called “eru- 
saders for economic liberty,” is a 
steadying of labor conditions through 
automatic control of finances of in- 
dustry.

Creation of a federal alcohol control 
administration to supervise the dis- 
tilling industry until con enacts 
econ soten to a oe 
-repea cy was proposed t y 
oy President Roosevelt's special in- 
terdepartmental alcohol committee. 
In a code submitted to the farm 
administration as a substitute for the 
distillers’ draft on which hearings are 
to be held Friday. the committee also 
recommended control of production 
and prices to prevent either a surplus 
of liquor or high retail costs to con- 
sumers that would encourage bootleg- 


ging. 

High officials agreed that the sub- 
stitute code indicated the government 
had abandoned, at least temporarily, 
a projected federal monopoly of liq- 
uor distribution te insure reason- 
able prices. In addition, they said the 
ndministration felt the distillers’ code 
was inadequate bunt that the substi- 
tute would result in control until leg- 
islation was enacted. The substitute 
emphasizes protection to-dry states. 

The interdepartmental committee 


| is preparing a bill to submit to 
congress in January on liquor con- 
trol. It is to follow the adminis- 
tration’s recommendation on federal 
liquor taxes, now $1.10 a gallon.
